Fall  semester  registration  fig- 
ures reveal  that  the  Northwestern 
State  College  enrollment  has  in- 
creased in  excess  of  150  per  cent 
over  the  fall  semester  enrollment 
in  1951. 

Reaching  a  total  of  3.477  stu- 
dents for  growth  of  approximately 
seven  per  cent  over  last  fall,  the 
1962  figure  includes  1,813  men 
and  1,664  women  students. 

A  breakdown  of  enrollment  by 
schools  shows  the  School  of  Educa- 
tion leading  with  1,479,  the  School 
of  Applied  Arts  and  Science  sec- 
ond with  806,  School  of  Arts  and 
Sciences,  694  and  the  School  of 
Nursing,  332.  The  graduate  School 
enrollment  is  186.  exactly  the  same 
as  last  year.
